I have laid it down as a fundamental Maxim, that Peace 
was the natural State of Mankind, and this the Minifry 
have made it their continued Bufinefs to fupport and imain- 
tain; that War was the Ruin of Trade, the Foe of Profpe- 
rity, and this the FACTION has endeavour'd moft ftre- 
nuoufly to recommend. We have already given a general

ble and Calamity. Now let us compare thefe Characters 
together, and refer the Preference to our own Hearts; our 
own Hearts will be faithful to the Truth, and determine

The Minifers have preferv’d the publick Peace for the pub- 
lick Good, and have made the publick Good the fole Foun- 
dation of their own ; the Fadion has endeavour'd to facrifice 
the publick Peace to their private Refentment, and have 
blended their Interefts with that of the Enemies of their na- 
tive Country; the Minifers have breath'd nothing but Be 
nevolence to Mankind, and have labour'd to fecure to them 
the Bleffings they enjoy, the FaAion has kindled a Spirit of 
Animofity among the People, and made them Inftrumental 
to their own Ruin; the Mimiffers are an Example of that 
Virtue, which the Fafion would affeét to recommend, as 
the Faétion puts in Praétice all the Vices it pretends to ab- 
hor; in fhort the Miniffers and the Fafion are perfectly 
light and fhade, Honour, and Infamy; an exaét Contratte, 
that, like War and Peace, are eternal Oppofites, and are at- 
tended with as oppofite Confequences.———-Shou!d any one 
doubt the Truth of this Comparifon, I appeal to Faéts, to

have been for fome Time very civil to us, having releafed a 
Ship belonging to fome Gensefe here, and lately fome 
Spaniards in a Boat coming hither, but taken by them, were 
fet at Liberty: But on Notice of fome Algerines having 
been taken on board the Charles Brig. by fome Spanifo Men 
of War, and carried into Alicant, they were fecured again, 
and made Slaves of, as alfo fome Genoe/e belonging to a Set- 
tia under Englifhb Colours, who was unfortunately blown 
up in the Night-time by the Algerines; 22 of them were 
faved, and carried to A/gier, where they were alfo made 
Slaves ; three Englifb Men and one French Man were alfo 
faved, but were delivered to their refpeCtive Confuls; but 
the Dey has fince determined that all under Eng/i/a Colours 
fhall be only Englifb. The Spaniards carry on their Works 
before this Place with the utmoft Expedition; the Line is 
quite finifhed, and they have a vait Quantity of Timber, 
Stone, Lime, and Workmen for compleating their other 
Defigns.
